In the case of the clty auditor, he 
Informs the council in his Jetter that 
he has never had an opportunity to ap- 
pear before the council or.the commit- 
tea.of councll dealing with the case, to 
give evidence in his own behalf, 

In the event of the counejl refus- 
4ng these requests for an. official {n- 
vestigation before a judge it {s quite 
probable that court action will be tak- 
en, especially in the case of ‘the city 
auditor, 4o demand of the city council 
such an: investigation.

The Bar Harbor Limited had stop- 
ped in the bloek, but the jast oar of 
the long train was just on the edgo of 
the block limits, 

Tho signals had cleared andthe ex- 
press had got under silght headway 
when the White Mountain expross came 
along. 

The engineer of the latter was un- 
able to stop his locomotive and crash- 
ed completely. through two. of. the 
sleeping cars of the Bar Harbor train 
and knocked the next sleeper over the 
embankment, 

Linen on Telegraph Wires. 

The shock of the, collision was. sv, 
terribla. that linen and bed clothing 
from the berths in the sleepers was 
swept out of the broken windows and 
carried to the telegraph avires and poles 
nearby. where it still hung when the 
wrecking trains arrived, 

Thea While ~~ Mountain™ express was 
searcely scratched by the collision, It 
proceeded on its way  afler-a few 
hours’ delay, arriving at the~ station 
here at 9740 and proceeding at. once 
to New York.

N NEW TOWNS 


Hon, Dr, Roche States Growth 
of West Demands More 
Such Places, 


BANQUETTED BY LOCAL 
CONSERVATIVE ASSN, 


Interviews Many Delegations 
—Has Had Many Requests 
About the Throwing Open 
of New Territory, 


A very big increase in the number of 
homesteads taken up next season was 
prophesied by the Hon. Dr. Roohe, 
minister of the interior, who arrived In 
Edmonton this morning from Calgary. 

Dr. Roche stated that, throughout 
his journey through the west, he had 
been constantly meeting men who de- 
sired to know when certain tracts of 
land which they considered to be speoi- 
ally desirable would be opened wp. A 
large number of  deputations, Dr. 
Roche added, had met him at the dif- 
ferent stopping places, requesting that 
new land oMces should be establish- 
ed. With the great number of new 
towns which have sprung up during 
the lest few years, places which have 
now reached considerable importance, 
are a long distance from a land office, 
Dr. Noche stated that it was prob- 
able that several new land  oflices 
would be established 
in the immediate futuro, 

While in southern Alberta, Dr, Roche 
dealt with a large number of oases In 
which pre-emption rights and grazing 
leases were {n dispute, The minister, 
of the Interlor stated that the recom- 
mendations of the ranching commission, 
in so far as they applied to Saskatche- 
wan would probably be adopted by tha 
government;- Alberta, however, will 
only be partially affected. 

Interviowing Geputations. 

Dr, Roche spent the morning dnter- 
viewing deputations In his private oar. 
In tho afternoon the minister of the in- 
terlor was the guest of the city con- 
servatlye association at a luncheon at 
the Empire hotel. R. N. Frith, prosid, 
ent of the conservative — association 
presided over a gathering of fully 200, 
Dr. Roche in the course of a bref, 
speech dealt with tho current political 
situation, 

The luncheon concluded the -formal 
entertainment to the minister of the 
‘nterior, In the latter part of the 
afternoon, Dr, Roche motored round the 
city and visited a number of personal 
friends. The minister leaves this even- 
Ing for the east, 

Dr, Rocho arrived in the dity by the 
G.P.R, train due from Calgary at 7,50 
atm, Tho train to which his private car 
was attached was the first to arrive In 
the new C.P.R. depot on Ninth street, 
although two trains wero dispatched 
from tho station last night. 

The delegations desiring to inter- 
view Dr. Rocho this morning had a 
lengthy walt. Owing to somo misui- 
derstanding, Dr, Roche's private car, 
tho “Empire,” was not brought direct 
from ‘the south side depot to the ON. 
R, depots where the delegations wer 
fo wait on him, but was taken to the 
C.P.R, north side station, It was not 
until {4 o'clock that the car finally ar- 
Mved at the O.N.R. station, ~*

While 
In England, Mr. Proctor made a caroful 
sttidy of emigration conditons, and he 
stated today that the huge and ever- 
increasing number of people who are leays| 
ing the old country for Canada Is 4 


to alarm English statesmen, .~ . 
According to Mr, Proctor the recent 
legislation establishing a system of small 
holdings In England {8 an attempt to re- 
tain tho agricultural classes on the land. 
In Mr. Proctor’s opinion the ‘hunger for 
Jand ts the impelllug motive which drives 
the majority of old country emigrants: to 
Canada, and he does not consider that the 
new legislation will be effective in solving 
the problem. Under the English system, 
aman pays approximately 8600 annually as 
rent for a 160 acre farm. He may go.on 
paying rent year after year, and still tho 
farm never-becames his property, In Can- 
ada it Is’only necessary to pay the 610 
filing fee to obtain sole possession of a 
farm of the same size, 3 
Mr, Proctor prophesied that the volume 
of immigration next year would be greater 
than ever It has been In the past.

TEMPORARY BRIDGE 
ACROSS THE FRASER 


Enormous Amount of Supplles 
Beaute Between Ft-George 
and Head of Buckley for 
Last Link on Transcontin- 
ental, 


Commenoing today ‘the tracklaying 
gang on the main line of the Grand 
Trunk Pacifio will_resume laying the 
steal from Mile 142 westward and the 


present plans are that the steel will 
reach Fort George not later than De- 
cember this year. At the present time 
the train service on the main line ox- 
tends to Milo 120, a stud train being 
made up at Tete Jaune to cover — thal, 
part of the line from Tete Jaune which 
{is Mile 58, to the present terminus of 
passenger traffic at Mile 129, The 
{rack has been lald beyond this point 
to Mile 142 for some weeks, but owing 
to the fact that tho better steamboat 
landing was to bo found at 129, all 
trains stepped there. Tho bridge across 
the Fraser at 142 har now been com- 
pleted, aliswing the tracklayers to go 
ahead: again, Another crossing of the 
Fraser still intervenes between that 
point and Fort George, but the dnten- 
tion is to place a temporary bridge for 
use during the winter until the big 
stecl bridge, which is to be erected 
there, can be completed, In the rail- 
way's plan of construction Jt is im- 
portant that tho steel bo into Fort 
Goorga this winter as there will be an 
cnormous amount of supplies required 
for the last seotion of the road, be- 
tween Fort George and the head of the 
Buckley. <All indications at the pre- 
sent time point to the fulfilment of the 
prophecy of the president that the road 
will be open to the coast by the fall of 
1014,

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THE NORTHERN FUR TRADE 
A MATTER OF TRANSPORTATION See Ae geet eRe maine ety ree 
James K. Cornwall, than whom there fg no better authority upon things northern, 
declares thal at least fifty per cent. of the northern furs are going to United States through 
traders who outfit in Seattle and San Francisco and tap the fur trade of the north by bringing 
ships into Behring Sea and to Herschell Island. 
The fur catch which has been and will be marketed through Edmonton this year 
approximates three million dollars in value. Another three millions is, therefore, going out 
by the Arctic, every dollar of which is properly Edmonton’s trade, and would come to Edmon- 
ton if proper transportation facilities were afforaed for bringing the catch out this way, Or, 
what is more important, getting the goods down to the point of necessity at a price which 
would permit Edmonton fur traders to meet the Coast dealers in the matter of price de- 
manded for the commodities offered in exchange for the valuable furs. 
In the fur business the day is long past when a handful of tea or sugar gets the prize 
peltry. The aboriginie is no longer the simple child of nature. He knows the market value 
of his skins and has a pretty shrewd conception of what he should get in exchange for them. 
Flint locks and brass watches are as much a thing of the past with him as with the whites. 
He demands a Winchester and a Waltham. And similarly, when he buys flour, bacon and 
tobacco, he demands his‘money’s worth. Things in the north are reaching a commercial 
basis. It is the trader who can give it to him best who gets the business, and the northern 
route has advantages which—so far as the trade adjacent to the Arctic is concerned— 


Edmonton does not at present enjoy. 

- The principle handicap under which Edmonton labors at the present time in the 
matter of transportation is the hundred miles, or so, of rapids on the Athabasca river. From 
Athabasca to Fort McMurray that majestic river offers terrible hazards to the trader. He 
may lose his outfit and his life going down—many have lost both—and he is subject to the 
enormous expense of “tracking” coming up. The cost in risk and in freight rates both ways 
must be added. to the price he is compelled to demand for his goods when they reach their 
ultimate destination. Flour at Fort McPherson costs $18 a sack. © At that price trade is 
practically limited to those who cannot connect with the ocean traders who come to the Arctic 


port of Herschell. 

The answer, so far as Edmonton is concerned, is to get the road built to McMurray. 
Once that point is reached, river navigation is uninterrupted to McPherson, with the single 
exception of 16 miles at Smith Rapids, at which point a tramway would be a simple matter 
were the remainder of the route made practicable for commerce. For the fur trade alone the 
road to McMurray would be amply justified, and without it Edmonton is certain to see an 


ever increasing share of her business slip away to the Coast cities. 

Notwithstanding the advance of civilization, the fur trade is growing in value every 
year, and is is today, as it ever was, one of Edmonton’s most lucrative interests. . It is a safe 
and conservative estimate to say that at the present rate of increase in the value of furs that 
in the first year in which a railway could be completed from Edmonton to Fort McMurray the 
aggregate value of the furs caught in the north will be quite equal to the total cost of the rail- 
way which would divert the entire product Edmontonwards.

After having gone into the-matter very fully 
this charter committee reported to the city in favor 
of the commission form of government. A chartet 
embodying an elective commission with the. initia- 
tive, referendum and recall was drawn up and sub- 
migied to the legislature at its last session, and, 
needless to say, found such favor with the Alberta 
government that it was passed almost exactly as 
subnaitted.

When that time comes Lethbridge will have 
the most advanced and most democratic piece of 
levistation in effect west of the Great Lakes.

If 
it proves successful--as it undoubtedly witl—those 
who oppose commission government will have very 
little ground left on which to stand while cham- 
pioning the old order and fighting the new in 
Western Canada. 
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A NEW MARKET IN AN 
ADJACENT GOLD FIELD 


With regard to the Shushanna gold strike at 
ihe head of the White River, in the Yukon country, 
which is now promising to develop into the sensa- 
tion of the decade in the mining world, it now 
develops that the same country was run over by 
prospectors in 1904 and pretty thoroughly ex- 
plored, but that the high cost of supplies at that 
time made It impossible to work claims which now 
promise big profits for those who have been for- 
tunate enough to get locations. 

The experience with regard to the White river 
district is an experience which is repeated times 
without number in almost every gold camp in the 
world, and the fact that it is the rule is particularly 
interesting to Edmonton at the present time. In 
the interior of British Columbia, in the Cariboo 
country, in the Omenica country and in the Carriar, 
is an enormous placer area which has been worked 
more or less actively since 1862, the date of the 
now historic Cariboo rush. Throughout this entire 
region are river beds containing gold in quantities 
which, although not rich enough to make their 
working profitable under the conditions. which 
have hitherto existed, promise a comfortahle re- 
wird for the gum boot man. who has the oppor- 
tunity to purchase his supplies at some point on the 
railyay..

TODAY IN DOMINION | 
HISTORY, - | 


St, Paul's chureh°in Halifax, tho first 
Church of .England’ in) what 1s now the 
dominion’ and the oldest Protestant church 
in Canada, was opened for dJyinea service 
163 years ago today, September 2, 1750, 
The foundation of the sacred edifice was 
laid In 1749, shortly after tho founding of 
Halifax, Under the patronage of King 
George JI, 03 royal founder, St, Paul's was 
formally Jnaugurated: {n 1750. The Rev, 
Willlam Tutty, a missionary who had ac- 
companied the Cornwallis expedition to 
Halifax, was the first to occupy the pulpit. 
In 1753 he was succeeded by the Rey, John 
Breynton, who became tho first rector of 
the congregation. St. Paul's parish was 
constituted in 1758, and in 1783 St. Paul's 
Sunday school was organized, Dr. Breyn- 
ton occupied the pulpit of St. Paul's for 38 
years, and was succeeded in 1791 by tho 
Rey, Dr, Robert Stanser, He continued in 
that capacity unt{] 4816, when he became 
bishop of the diocese of Nova Scotla, suc- 
ceeding the Rt, Rey. Charles Inglis, tho 
first bishop, who had served from te 
creation of the bishopric in 1787. The 
Roy, Dr, John Inglis became the third rector 
of St. Paul's, serving from 1816 to 1825, 
when he was eleyaled to the bishopric, 
which he held for a quarter of a century, 
Dr. Robert Willis, the fourth rector, occu- 
pled the pulpit of the ancient church for 
36 years. Since then four other rectors 
have served the congregation of the do- 
minion’s oldest Anglican church. 

On this date, in 1837, Lord Gosford 
wrote his famous’ letter to the colonial 
secretary, 1n which he warned the home 
government that the purpose of the rebel- 
Yon then brewing: was “the separation of 
this country from England and the pro- 
clamation of a republic.’

| TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 


QREAT FIRE OF LONDON 
WAS HAILED AS BLESSING. 

Great conflagrations and disasters, 
terrible as they seem at the time of 
their occurrence, are not always wholly 
evil, The great Chicago fire aroused 
the “I will!" spirlt which has made the 
city powerful and prosperous. A bet- 
ler, safer and cleaner San Francisco has 
arisen from the ruin that encompassed 
it only a few short years ago, Yot 
the greatest blessing ever inflicted by 
fire was the destruction of London by 
a conflagration which commenced 247 
years ago today, September 2, 1666, 
and which raged with fury for several 
days, leaving 200,000 people homeless. 

The Monument of London, long the 
loflicst structure of {ts kind in the 
world, was built in 1671 to commem- 
orate the ‘Great Fire" whtch came us @ 
blessing in disguise, For years the 
second of September was cclebrated in 
London as the day of deliverance from 
the “Great Plague,"’ which had threat- 
ened the extermination of the whole 
population of the clly until the cleans- 
ing flames put an end to'its ravages. 

“This Is the last of London!" the 
horrified people cried as they fled be- 
fore, the great, waves. of fire whioh 
spread on the Wings ofa fleroe wind 
over'a-cily already stricken to doath. 

The plague, beinning ‘late-tn: 1664, 
clatmed nearly 100,000 viotinis: before 
the infection was’ destroyed by. fire. 
The pestilence was favored by the un- 
sanitary conditions which then  prevall- 
ed in London, as in all citles of that 
time. 
ease, prevailed in:the mansions of the 
righ as well a3 in the hovels of the 
poor. ‘The air was filled with bacteria, 
andthe pestilence was the natural re- 
sult. : : 

Death became so common as to exoite 
no comment. -Individual funerals be- 
came impossible, except for the rich, 
and {n the poorer quarters the death 
carts passed constantly through the 
streets, while: the drivers called out: 
“Bring out your daad! Bring out your 
dead!" The corpses were piled into 
the warts like so much cord-wood by 
people who had grown ballous to death. 
Great trenches were dug and into these 
{he bodies were thrown. ; 

The fire. began in a baker’s house 
in Pudding, lane, and In the course. of 
four days !t destroyed 13,000 houses, 
89 churches, the city gates, the Royal, 
Ex¢hange, Guildhall; and the custom 
house. About 200,000 homeloss people 
eneamped In Islington ~ and Highgate 
fields. Coming after the desolation 
from the plague, the distress was ex- 
treme. 

A year passed before London recoy- 
ered from the shock, and realized thal 
the conflagration had been a blessing 
The city was much improved jin re- 
building, particularly by the use of 
stone and brick in place of wood as 
hnilding materials, — ~ 

Five years afler the fire the Monu- 
ment of London was commenced by Sir 
Chrisopher - Wren. An inseription, 
placing the responsibility for the fire 
on the “popish faction,” was cut in 
{68t, obliterated by James II., reout 
in the reign of William IIL, and finally 
Tt was this Inseription 
asserting that the fire was part of a 
“horrid plot’ for extirpating ye Pro- 
festant religion and old English liberty 
and ye introducing popery and slavery,” 
that produced Pope's indignant lines: 
“Where London's column, pointing at 

the skies. 
Like a tall bully, Ufts the head, and 
lies."

FOUND ON TRE 


Banff Man Finds Tree on which 
Are Initials of Sir George 
Simpson, 


SIMPSON PASS NAMED 
AFTER HUDSON BAY MAN 


Photographs of Tree Have 
Been Taken and Sent to 
Museunss in Canada and the 
United States, 


Calgary, Alta., Sept. 2.—While pass- 
ing through the Simpson Pass, one of 
the Alberta gateways to the Rocky 
mountains, James Brewster, of Bantf, 
made an interesting discovery when he 
unearthed a fallen tree on which had 
pees cul ‘the following initials and 
date: 


G, S. 
I. R. 
1841 

These initials are undoubtedly those 
of Sir George Simpson, after whom 
the pass was named, and who 1s 
famous in history as a. great traveler 
and explorer of the Rocky mountains. 
The initials I. (or J.) R. are probably 
those of his guide, James Roland. 

The date carved on the tree coin- 
cldes with that of the year In which 
Sir George, who was governor of the 
Hudson's Bay company, made his trip 
through the mountains during dis 
Journey round the world, which took 
him 19. months and 26 days to com- 
plete, then” a. remarkable record'‘for 
quick travelling, but now put In the 
shade by the record made by John H. 
Mears, an American. who covered the 
same ground in 36 days, 

Brewster, who discovered the {n- 
itlals, ‘has had the. portion of the tree 
containing the carving photographed, 
and is sending copies to different 
museums and historical societies in 
Canada and the United States. 

The life of the veteran king of fur 
traders is one of the most picturesque 
in North American history. It is the 
story of a man of definite convictions, 
of unremittant vigor, of firm loyalty, 
and where it concerned the govern- 
ment under him, stern justice. It was 
chiefly in recognition of these services 
that he was knighted by Queen Vic- 
toria in 1839. 

In 4841 he took his ones famous 
tour of the world, leaving  WLondon, 
England, on March 4th of that year, 
With canoe end pack horse he crossed 
the continent, took ship from Fort 
Vancouver for Siberia, and reached 
London on. his return journey in 
exactly 19 months and 26 days from 
the time of his’starting. In 1849 Sir 
George retired from the active govern- 
ment of the company. He died in 
{860 at his headquarters at Lachine, 
near Montreal.

SPORTOGRAPHY, 


Birthday of A. @, Spalding, 


Albert Goodwill Spalding, one of the 
“fathers of professional baseball," was 
born in Byron, Ul, 63 years ago today, 
September 2, 1850. His youth was spent 
in Rockford, ll, one of the first western 
elties to take up baseball, and the home 
of the famous “Forest Clty’ nine. When 
the Washington Nationals made thelr fam- 
ous tour in 1867, the Rockfords gaye them 
thelr only defeat of the trip, Spalding was 
only 17 when he besamo the crack twirler 
of the Forest City, When the National as- 
sociation, the first professional league, 
was formed Jn 1871, Rockford was adinit- 
ted to the elreult, but Spalding left that 
¢ity to join the Bostons, who finished sec- 
ond to the Philadelphia Athletl¢s in the 
pennant race, George and Harry Wright 
and other famous ploneers of tho profes- 
stonal game were Spalding’s teammates at 
Boston. With Al, In the box most of the 
imo, Boston won the 1872 campaign, and 
continued to hold the lead every season 
until the formation of the National league 
{n 1876. In 1872 Spalding and the other 
Bostonians made a tour through Canada | 
and defeated all the leading clubs of the 
dominion, In 1874 Spalding, -the Wrights, 
and the other members of the Boston club, 
accompanied by the Philadelphia Athletics, 
made a tour of England and Ireland, the 
first of {ts Kind ever pulled off. 

With the formation of the National 
league in 1876, Spalding left the victorious 
Bostons and joined the Chteago White 
Stockings as manager and pitcher, He was 
the only twirler on the Chicago roster that 
year and pitched the team to victory and 
the first Nattonal league pennant, In six 
years, five at Boston and ony at Chicago, 
Spalding twirled a total of 321 games, an 
averago of over 68 a year. The season 
of ’76 was his last as a pitcher, aad in 
1877 he turned the management over to 
“Cap."" Anson, and retired to the infleld, 
playing various positions as need arose, 
That waa his last year as a playor, but he 
continued with the Chicago club as secre- 
tary until 1882, when he was choson pre- 
sident, retaining.that Job for a decade. 
After ‘that he devoted his attention to his 
manufacturing business, later retiring to 
Polnt Loma, Cal,, the home of Mme, Ting- 
ley’s colony of osteopathists—or is It 
theosophists ?
